School Superintendent’s Report

IT herewith sumbit the annual report of the Superintendent of 
Schools. 


Instruction 


During the last year unforseen circumstances caused changes 
in the teachers of both schools. At the West Dummer School 
Hazel R. Young was obliged to give up teaching: on account of 
poor health. The district was fortunate in securing Mrs. Lena J. 
Rich, a teacher of long experience to finish out the year, and there 
was no interruption in the school work. Miss Martha A. Cunning- 
ham followed Mrs. Dorothy Covell at the Willis School at the be- 
ginning of the Spring term. The work of the year was completed 
in all grades. 


Miss Constance Brungot was appointed teacher at the West 
Dummer School this year. She is a Normal School graduate with 
experience previous to coming to this district. She brings enthu- 
siasm and the results of her work have been good. Miss Natatie 
Corkum was appointed teacher at the Willis Schoo after two 
years of experience in Milan. Miss Corkum is an excellent teacher, 
and there is a decided improvement in the school. 


No particular ‘‘drive’’ has been made on any one subject 
this year. All the work has been carefully checked by the Super- 
intendent. In both schools the Iroquois Arithmetics have been in- 
troduced and liked very much by the teachers. They are modern 
in every way, and probably the most practical arithmetic placed in 
these schools. The results so far are encouraging. The schools 
are well equipped with text books and supplies. The children as a 
whole are doing earnest worthwhile work. Lorena Hawkins grad- 
uated at the Willis Schoo] and Alvin Howland graduated at tha 
West Dummer School, and Minnie Davis who did considerable 
ninth grade work was awarded the school diploma. | 
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Property 


During the summer extensive alterations and improvements 
were made at the West Dummer School. The old wood shed and 
toilet were abandoned, and a new one made connecting directly 
with the school. The seats were turned about giving a better light. 
A new stove, long needed, was installed. The schoolhouse is now in 
excellent shape and a eredit to the school district. It is to be re- 
gretted that at present there seems to be no feasible way to pipe 
water into the school. 


Only minor repairs were made at the Willis School. This 
building is in excellent condition, and both school properties are 
above the general average of rural schools in the state. 


Health 


The vaccination law is being vigorously enforced and the 
health officer is to be highly commended for his conscientious 
work. There is absolutely no doubt as to its efficacy and its legal- 
ity has been sustained by the Supreme Court. I wish to eall at- 
tention to the report of the health supervisor. In June five pupils 
were reported as having defective vision, sixteen have defective 
teeth, and four hypertrophied tonsils. Parents have had notices 
of these defects. A further inspection this fall shows that only 
two children have apparently had any dental work done since the 
former report, and probably but little heed has been given to 
the other defects. While it is true that some first teeth need not 
bo filled; only a dentist can definitely determine this. The Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company states ‘‘Decayed teeth and 
dirty mouths may result in many ailments such as headache, colds, 
skin troubles, ibseesses, boils, nervousness, neuralgia, nueritis, 
rheumatism and heart trouble.’’ It is now possible for under- 
weight children to be taken to the tuberculosis clinic in Berlin 
for advice. This should be done when children continue to be very 
much below normal weight. Children with defective vision are 
straining their eves every day. 


The School Year 

The policy of the School Board in operating as many days as 
possible is directly in line with the present tendency. Dummer 
schools were open more sessions this last year than any schools in 
this supervisory union. This is highly commendable. In order to 
bring about greater uniformity of holidays in this union and 
neighboring towns it is my recommendation that all teacher’s 
contracts for the following year read 180 days instead of 36 
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weeks. In practice this will mean a 37-week year and a little more 
leeway in the matter of holidays throughout the year. I shall make 
the same recommendation to other towns in this supervisory union 
to the end that all schools may approach much nearer the actual 
180 days of school opportunity to every child. 


Tuition Scholars 


Last year 10 scholars were enrolled in the West Dummer 
School from Stark and Crystal. One scholar from the Pontocook 
district was placed in school at Milan, and one from the Paris 
Mfg. at Perey. 

During the present year 10 scholars were enrolled in the West 
Dummer School from Stark and Crystal. At present 7 scholars 
from the Pontocook District are in school at Milun and one from 
the Paris Mfg. Co. is at school at Stark. 


Financial 


The amount of money asked for the support of your schools 
is included with the financial report. It is probably slightly in 
excess of the actual needs, but at this time it is impossible to fore- 
tell just what statutory requirements will have to be met and the 
school board is desirous of keeping up the high credit of the dis- 
trict. The policy of the Board to operate with as little expense 
as is consistent with efficiency and legal requirements should leave 
a substantial balance at the end of the year.
